LESSONS TO BE DERIVED FROM 
THE RECENT HEAVY WINDSTORMS. 


BY ROGERT W. HODGSON, Farm Adviser, Los Angeles County. 


GAIN the usual “unusual” thing has 
oceured. Although by no means as 
severe or injurious as its predecessor 

of two seasons ago, the recent windstorm 
demonstrated that wind and ex- 
posure is an important item in relation to 
successful citrus and walnut culture. And 
while some districts suffered less than 
others, it is now fairly evident that just as 
is the case with injurious frosts, no district 
in Southern California cau claim to be free 
from occasional injurious winds. 

If there is any special lesson which or 
chardists may derive from the occurence 


-ot the recent windstorm, it seems to the 


writer that it consists primarily in the 


realization that just as in the case of frost, 


wind probability exists as a definite hazard 
of the business which every well informed 
orchardist will prepare against in so far as 
the hazard warrants the expense. 
Attention is naturally focused again upon 
windbreaks and much has been said and 
written on this subject within recent weeks. 
there is no gainsaying the fact that the 
growing of windbreaks, properly handled, 
in districts where wind prevalence is nor- 
mally high, has accomplished truly won- 
derful results. The yearly lowering of the 
curve of mean wind velocity which the ex- 
tensive planting of windbreaks through the 
F opga section has occasioned 
is a matter of scientific record and the best 
possible proof of the efficacy of windbreaks.

PROPER FRAMEWORK. 

There is probably no really simple and 
efiective means of insuring against wind 
injury. There are certain practices which 
fruit growers may follow to very good ad- 
vantage in minimizing the injurious effects 
of wind storms. The most important of 
these is the matter of so directing the 


trees as to secure maximum strength 
against sudden stress. Following the re 
cent storm the writer visited a large num- 
ber of orchards and found many instances 
where lemon and orange trees heavily laden 
with fruit under the stress of the wind had 
split as to get ruin the 


three to six or eight, had been allowed to 
come out at about the same point, thus 
fécusing all the strain at one point in the 


nut trees was observed .to have occurred 


no case was a tree formed of a main cen- 
tral leader with well spaced laterals, found 
showing much breakage. 

The main lesson to be learned from these 
observations then seems to be the funda- 
mental importance of so directing the early 
training of the trees as to secure the maxi 
mum strength of framework.

Considerable attention and study has 
been given to this subject. with the result 
that very satisfactory bracing methods have 
been worked out.
